The  residual  literary  estate  of  Gustav  Landauer 
containing  his  notebooks  from  student  years,  personal 
memorabilia,  and  photographs  from  the  I918-I9  revolution 
were  deposited  in  the  LBI,NY  by  hjs  granddaughter, 
Marianno  Luetke.   A  previous  donation  of  his  manus- 
cript material  was  given  to  the  Hebrew  University 
Library  manuscript  collections.   (Library  books 
have  been  listed  separately).   Landauer 's  photographs 
emphasize  the  period  of  his  assassination,  burial, 
and  posthumous  memorial  commemorations  In  the  earlv 
1920s.                                       ' 
Landauer  was  born  in  I870  and  assassinated  in  early 
May  1919.  He  was  a  well-known  philosopher,  writer 
anarchist -socialist.   In  Kurt  Eisner's  post-revolutionary 
cabinet,  Landauer  briefly  served  as  minister  of 
public  instruction  and  was  murdered  in  May  1919  in 
the  restoration  of  conservative  rule  in  Bavaria.
